Like Sampson, of Old, Gang of Men

Albany, N. Y., August 8—.The middle 
secttbon of the big department store of 
the John G. Myers Company, on North 
Pear] street, collapsed early today, car- 
rying down with it over |00 persons.

WILL OPPOSE 
CANDLER BILL 


New Tax Exemption Law 
Thought Disastrous 
to Atlanta. 


The bill of Senator Candler, which pro- 
poses to include in the exemption from 
taxation “all property of any college, 
incorporated academy or other seminary 
of learning,’’ will probably be opposed 
by Atlanta. The movement against the 
measure has been started by City Tax 
Assessor J. L. Harrison, and in an in- 
terview he gives his reasons for desir- 
ing the defeat of the biH. The measure 
of Senator Candler requires a vote of 
the people of the state to determine 
whether the new exemptions shall be 
made, as the law can be. carried into 
effect only through an amendment to 
the constitution of the state. 

“The bill of Senator Candler,’’ declared 
Tax Assessor Harrison yesterday, ‘‘would 
be disaStrous to Atlanta, and I am con- 
fident that the senator did not know 
to what extent we would be affected 
when he presented his measure. 

“In the first place, the adoption of the 
constitutional amendment would mean an 
immediate decrease of $3,000 in the an- 
nual revenue of Atlanta from real es- 
tate taxes. That, however, would be 
only: the beginning. Endowment funds 
would immediately be invested in Atlanta 
real estate and we would lose the taxes 
we now are paid by that property. 

“I know where there is $200,000 that 
is now loaned out at 6 per cent, which 
would in all probability be immediately 
invested in central real estate in At- 
lant. That would be natural, because 
the $200,000 could then be made to yield 
at least 10 per cent. I do not, of course, 
mind the $200,000 yielding |0 per cent. 
I wish it could do it now. The trouble 
would be that it would take out of the 
list of tax-paying property in Atlanta 
$200,000 worth of central real estate that 
now bears its proportion of the tax bur- 
den. 

“The safe thing would happen in 
every city in Georgia. We have’ one col- 
lege now that pays Atlanta taxes on a 
valuable piece of central Whitehall street 
property. If that were exempt would it 
not be natural for other colleges to in- 
vest their funds on that street? 

“The first thought that will occur to 
every one at first blush is that the tax 
money would be saved for a good cause. 
That is true, but why should Atlanta 
be made to take money from her treas- 
ury inorder to support an educational 
institution in another part of the state? 
Why, also, should Savannah, Augusta, 
Macon or any other Georgia city be 
compelled to surrender taxes upon cen- 
tral property In order to support educa- 
tional institutions in Atlanta? 

“It is my fim belief that with the 
endowment funds that from time to 
time are given to the negro colleges in 
Atlanta by wealthy men in various por- 
tions of the north, with the $200,000 
endowment and other small endowments 
that I know of invested in A.uwanta real 
estate, it will be necessary before very 
long to increase the tax rate of this 
city. 

“It is not night from any stanupoint. 
Churches, colleges, parsonages, charitable 
institutions and property of that kind 
Ought to be exempt from taxation, but 
when a college or a church invests

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Russia’s New Tax Scheme. 

It is announced with much blaring 
of trumpets that Russia proposes rais- 
ing the $50,000,000 necessary as the 
annual interest on the war indemnity 
by an ingenious system of taxation 
to be imposed “principally on the 
well-to-do classes.” 

The’ proletariat will probably take 
fresh alarm over these cheering tid- 
ings. Its members have learned by 
sad experience that the taxes directed 
at the “well-to-do classes” fal] harm- 
less from the latter’s bank accounts 


the already heavy 


bounding onto 
load borne by the masses. 

The tax is to extend to incomes, in- 
heritances and lodgings rented for 
over $150 per annum. The only draw- 
back to this altruistic proposition is 
that there is nothing to prevent the 
mulcted upper classes from putting 
on the screws to those lower down 
in the shape of higher prices, larger 
land rents, stiffer rates of interest, 
and numerous other little devices. It 
is an axiom in economics that taxes 
are sooner or later borne by the pro- 
ducers, whether in a direct or indi- 
rect form. It is not likely that the 
current instance will furnish an ex- 
ception, especially in view of the 
predominant trait of the temperament 
of the Russian of wealth and sta- 
tion. 

The “common people,” therefore, 
have our sympathy in their absence 
of enthusiasm over the projected in- 
novation.

To Prevent Appendicitis. 

In a current magazine article an 
eminent English physician, Dr. Jo- 
seph Kidd, takes the lay reader into 
his confidence and tells him all about 


citis. 

As to the origin. of this rather 
common and perplexing disease, Dr. 
Kidd says “the actual exciting cause” 
in most cases is a chill. “Do not 
neglect chills,” he warns us, “when 
heated by exercise, especially after 
games on grass, or when much fa- 
tigued in mind or body.” Also, we 
are cautioned to “masticate well, eat 
slowly, do not swallow any food that 
is not perfectly softened by the 
teeth.” If you are in a hurry, it is 
much better to eat half a meal well 
masticated than to bolt a heavy meal 
almost whole. Lastly—and upon this 
special stress is laid—‘* avoid aperi- 
ent salts, waters or pills. Far bet- 
ter to let nature do her own work, 
undisturbed by purgatives of any 
sort.” 

This authority goes on to say that 
the best guarantee against appendi- 
citis is to take care of your general 
health. If the system be well nour- 
ished and the bodily forces wel] sus- 
tained, nature will often work its 
own cure before the existence of ap- 
pendicitis is suspected. If the diges- 
tive tract is vigorous, the abnormal 
conditions will often be overcome by 
the effort which nature will make to 
restore normal conditions. 

Some physicians hold that probably 
no person reaches the age of 20 years 
without having had an attack of ap- 
pendicitis, just as it is claimed that 
no one reaches middle life without 
at oné time, or several times, having 
tuberculosis present in some part of 
the system.

The Cost of Life Insurance. 


In the discussion of the question of| 
life insurance—and it is being very) 
generally discussed these days be-| 
cause it is a question in which every | 
man is deeply interested—the sugges- | 
tion has been made that the cost of in- 
surance is too great. 

That there has been a reckless han- 
dling of the funds of at least one great 
company has already been demon-' 
strated; other companies are now un-| 
der investigation, and it is fair to as- 
sume that the result will be the in- 
vestigation of most of the large com-. 
panies—certainly of those against 
which complaint has _ been raised. | 
Greater economy in the administration 
of the affairs of the companies where 
such economy is demanded, and per: | 
haps a cutting down of salaries of| 
high-priced - officials, might make a) 
difference in the cost of insurance to) 
the insured. 

But this would be at best a slight’ 
difference. It has been stated that 
one reason for the popular impression 
that insurance is now too expensive 
is that the rates today are based upon. 
the old English mortality tables of | 
sixty or seventy years ago, despite the: 
fact that with the advance made in| 
medical science since then, the pres- | 
ent longevity rate is greater than it’ 
was then; that, in other words, the

Many Will Mourn His Death. 
(From The Macon Telegraph.) 
Georgia has lost one of her foremost 
citizens by the death of Captain Evan P. 
Howell. His record as a confederate sol- 
dier was honorable in the highest degree: 
When he returned to Atlanta after the 
war and found the city in ruins he be- 
came conspicuous in the work of its re- 
suscitation. Though he gained promi- 
nence at the bar, he yielded to a natu- 
ral inclination toward journalism and 
the development of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution may well be regarded as the chief 
work of his life. He was one of the 
most optimistic of men. His faith in 
Georgia and in Atlanta was absolute and 
among the individuals of his time there 
was, perhaps, no one more potential in 
their upbuilding. His progressive spirit 
never abated, and his enthusiasm was 
unquenchable. As the controlling power 
of The Constitution, he was enterprising 
always and his success was complete. 
There was nothing of the reactionary in 
his nature. His face was always to the 
east. His public spirit was manifested 
in a thousand ways. He demonstrated 
his business ability and his executive 
faculty notably when acting as one of 
the commissioners who built the state 
capitol within the limit of the legislative 
appropriation. His interest in state and 
municipal affairs was intense, and he 
was, at all times, to be reckoned with. 
As a democrat, he was prominent in 
national conventions, and was regarded 
as one of the leaders of the party in the 
south. In the various offices of public 
trust held by him, including the mayor- 
alty of Atlanta, he proved himself emi- 
rently worthy. Personally he was a gen- 
tleman of rare charm and a welcome 
presence on all occasions. The people 
of the city, which was to him as the 
very apple of his eye, will miss him sada- 
ly. There was no figure more familiar 
to them and his departure will be pro- 
foundly mourned by his fellow citizens of 

all classes and conditions, - 


He Will Be Missed.

Captain Howell, although he wielded 
great influence in politics, and was a 
politician of marked ability, held very 
few offices, and these were of minor im- 
portance. He was one of those who ex- 
ert power behind the throne. 

It is unnecessary to say he had hosts 
of friends in every part of the state and 
that he will be greatly missed. He was 
so closely identified with Atlanta that it 
was natural to think of him when the 
name of the city was mentioned. 

That city that he loved so well, and

This brief 
announcement came as a distinct shock 
to many veterans and youths and still 
more men of middle age, although for 
several days they have known that the 
dread reaper was hovering over one of 
Georgta’s staunchest sons. For this, 
preeminently, Evan Howell was. During 
the four years of civil conflict and every 
day since the last gun was surrendered 
at Appomattox, he was ever in the fore- 
front of battle and the vanguard of 
those who faced the black horror of re- 
construction and lent their love and labor 
to the rehabilitation of their native state. 
And now that he has lived to see the 
work ‘well done, he has laid him down to 
rest, a good and faithful servant. 

This is no mere perfunctory eulogy. 
During the post-bellum days no Georgian 
has stood forth more conspisuously amid 
the wreck and ruin, and striving always 
for his. fellows, to no one has it been 
given to achieve more than he has ac- 
complished. 

He was a gallant soldier. Though but 
22 years of age when the civil war com- 
menced, he at once enlisted with the 
First Georgia regiment, after which he 
commanded “Howell's battery” practi- 
cally until] the struggle was over and 
done. In command of this battery he 
saw much service, and was a famous 
raconteur of “war time tales’’ whenever 
two or three confederate veterans were 
gathered, whether at some grand reun- 
ion of the gallant host that for four 
long years drove back the assailants 
of the Stars and Bars, or at a cozy 
campfire of company or regiment. Yes, 
Captain Howell was a* soldier born, and 
never with the slipping of the years did 
he lost the martial air that stamps the 
son of Mars, 

When the battle flags were furled he 
took up the practice of law in Atlanta, 
and immediately ‘became prominently 
identified with the progress of that city 
He was solicitor general during the 
chaotic period of reconstruction, and 
fesolutely allied with the democratic par- 
ty, stood akways ready to aid it with 
service and action. He was once mayor 
of Atlanta; served in both branches of 
the state general assembly, and was fre- 
quently appointed delegate at large to 
mational conventions, in which he inva- 
riably distinguished himself. But he 
never indulged in politics for politics 
sake, for the loaves and fishes or per- 
sonal] preferment. He strove always for 
the weal of the common people, and a man 
of the people his heart was with the 
people from the beginning to the end. 

And no greater heart ever throbbed for 
the masses than his, no more staFwart 
arm was ever raised in their defense. 
And his opportunities for giving unmis- 
takable evidence of this were many. To- 
gether with two other loyal and deter- 
mined journalists he instituted the now 
world-renowned newspaper, The Atlanta 
Constitution, and his death constituted 
the passing of the last of that great 
triumvirate that founded the most valua- 
ble journalistic property in the south. 

Yes, Grady and Hemphill have gone 
before, and now Howell crosses over tha 
river to meet his comrades of other days 
beneath the trees, leaving, however, a sOn 
behind him who has heen trained amply 
to taking wp the life-work that his tired 
hands have liald down; for in Clark 
Howell The Conatitution has a worthy 
successor to the master hands that are 
still. 

So lay him to rest, the generous heart- 
ed gentleman, and may his sleep be as 
sweet as his kindly nature deserves, 


Columbus Mourns His Loss.

It was in the term of years that Cap- 
tain Howell was a large owner and 
editor, that The Constitution began to 
emerge from its obscurity and reached 
its commanding influence as one of the 
few foremost newspaiWrs in the south.

ary Ridge, and then at Dalton and Res- 
aca, where 1 was woundeed. The bat. 
tery was in the thickest of the fight 
evryWihitre, I expect no artillery com- 
mand saw harder actual fighting than 
we did, and 1 am certain’ there never 
was a command possessed of higher 
confidence in its commnding officer. We 
knew Captain Howell would do what 
was right with us, and we were always 
ready to obey. He was always exposing 
himself to danger, and many a time we 
feared tor him, out he seemed to possess 
a charmed life. Every man -in Howell’s 
Battery feit great prido in our comman- 
der, and to this day every one of us who

It was carried by too close a vote to 
hold, and the house yesterday reconsid- 
ered its action in fixing the tax on liquor 
dealers and dispensaries at $1,000, killed 
the amendment calling for that amount, 
and by a vote of 94 to 69 adopted an- 
other one making the tax $500, which 
js an increase of $300 over the present 


amount. 

The $500 tax has yet to run the gaunt- 
let of the senate before it can become 
enacted into law, and there appears to 
be a belief in some quarters that the 
senate will insist on reducing it. 

It is not thought that the tax of $500 
would result in closing up 4 dozen bar 
rooms in the state, and i? such should be 
the case, the increased tax would more 
than double the state’s present revenue 
from the liquor traffic, making it some- 

slose to $400,000. 
yg ol was a strong effort made to put 
a tax of $100 upon each liquor dealer 
and dispensary ‘for each county in whicn 
it does business outside of the county in 
which it is located. The object of this 
amendment was to protect the dry coun- 
ties of the state into which liquor is 
now shipped in large quantities. This 
amendment was defeated by the close 


vote of 79 to 78. 
Social Clubs Taxed. 

The house spent the entire morning on 
the liquor sections of the general tax 
bill. and the only other important change 
made was to increase the tax on social 
clubs which dispense liquors to their 
members, and on dining and buffet cars 
and steamboats which sell liquors, from 
$200 to $500 eS 

The tax on dealers in “white hops 
and similar beverages of an intoxicating 
nature was left at $1,000, the same es 
heretofere, which is practically prohib- 

ory. 
ene t o’clock, while In the midst of 
consideration of the tax on prewerles, 
the house adjourned to meet at 3 p. m. 

When the house met Mr. Milliken, of 
Wayne, made a ten-minute speech on his 
bill to require the tax receivers of the 
state take a census of the confederate 
veterans and widows of confederate vet- 
erans throughout the state. He asked 
unanimous consent that it be taken up 
and put on its passage. There was ob- 
jection and the matter was dropped. 

Mr. Wise, of Fayette, chairman of the 
ways and means committee, called up 
the general tax bill, and by action of the 
House debate on each paragraph was lim- 
ited to ten minutes to each member de- 
sirIng to speak. 

The Hall amendment to remove entire- 
ly the specific tax on dispensaries was 
lost, Mr. Hall being about the only one 
favoring it, and the Whitley amendment 
putting the same tax on alcohol as on 
liquor met the same fate. 

$1,000 Tax Reconsidered. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, moved to recon- 
sider the action of the house In increas- 
ing the liquor dealers’ and dispensary 
tax from $200 to $1,000, on the ground 
that the latter amount was excessive. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, appealed strongly 
to the house not to reconsider. He cau- 
tioned those members who favored the 
$500 tax to beware lest, if they voted 
to reconsider, the opposition cal] the 
previous question and shut off all oppor- 
tunity to get in a $500 amendment. 
“Stand pat on your action and your con- 
victions,”’ urged Mr, Wright of the 
friends of the high tax. 

The yea and nay vote was called on 
the motion to reconsider, and during the 
call many members rose to explain their 
votes, Among these were several who 
changed their votes and thought it neces- 
sary to tell why they had flopped. 

“Why this great opposition to this 
tax?’ asked Mr. McLendon, of Telfarr. 
‘Has the liquor dealers’ association gone 
out and smoked up some more votes to 
defeat this bill?’’ ' 

There were eight more votes for recon- 
sideration than there were exainst it, 
the $1,000 tax being reconsidered by the 
vote of 82 to 74.

To Exempt “Charity” Bars. 

One of the interesting amendments was 
the following, offered by Messrs. Land, 
of Butt, and Cureton, of Dade: 

“To amend section 17 by adding after 
the word ‘sold,’ in the ‘sixth line of said 
section: Provided nevertheless that the 
tax on barrooms shall not apply to any 
barroom conducted wholly or in part in 
the interests of charity.”’ 

There were only two speeches on the 
subject, after which the previous ques- 
tion was called and the voting began. 
Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, spoke against 
the increased tax, while Mr. Wright, of 
Floyd, spoke for it, and especially for the 
amendment putting a tax on liquor deal- 
ers in each county in which they do bus- 
iness, outside of their own county, on 
the ground that this would stop to a 
very large extent at least, the shipment 
of liquor into dry counties. 

“Now let's see you men wao voted 
against this $1,000 tax on the ground 
that it would not stop the shipment of 
liquor into dry counties, vote for this 
amendment that will do it,’’ said Mr. 
Wright, in conclusion. 

The vote was first taken again on the 
amendment by Mr. Covington, of Col- 
quitt, to increase the liquor tax to $1,000. 
This was lost by a vote of 87 to 69. 

The Kelly amendfrent to put a tax of 
$1,000 on dispensaries only was lost on 
Viva voce vote. 

Adopted $500 Tax. 

The house then, by a yea and nay vote 
Of 94 to 61, adopted the amendment by 
Messrs. McMichael of Marion. and Leigh 
of Coweta, making the tax on all liquer 
dealers, dispensaries included, $500. This 
shows twenty-two more voteg for the 
$500 tax than for $1,000. 

The amendment by Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb, to put a tax of $200 on al! li- 
quor dealers, for each county in which 
they do business, other than their own, 
was lost on viva voce vote. 

Mr. Land, of Wilcox, 
amendment to exempt 
from the tax. 

The amendment by Mr. Blackburn, of 
Fulton, to reduce the tax on dealers in 
malt liquorg to $200 was bost. 

An amendment by Mr. Branch, of 
Brooks, providing that a tax of $100 be 
put on every liquor dealer and dispen- 
Sary, for each county in which he does 
business other than the county of his 
residence, was lost by the close vote of 
79 to 78. The object of the amendment 
was to put a stop to or restrict the 
shipment of liquors into dry counties. 
Mr. Branch gave notice of a motion to 
reconsider. Mr. Alexander gave notice 
of a motion to reconsider the action of 
the house in defeating a similar amend- 
ment offered by himself. 


Club Tax increased. 


The license tax on social clubs which 
dispense liquors to their members was in- 
creased to $500, the same as Jiquor deal- 
ers and dispensaries, by the adoption of 
an amendment by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 
and the same tax was put upon dining 
and buffet cars and steambots on which 
liquor is sold. 

The section putting a tax of $1,000 on 
all dealers in white hops and other sim- 
ilar beverages of an intoxicating nature 
was adopted. This tax is regarded as 
practically prohibitory. 

The house had just begun consideration 
of the tax on breweries, when, on ac- 
count of a call] for the previous question, 
the house adjourned until 3 o'clock in 
thr afternoon. The previous question 
was called with a view to Shutting off 
all opportunity for offering amendments 
looking to an increase in the tax. It 
was during the squabble over this mo- 
tion that the house adjourned.

concerns with a capital of $1,000 to $83.,- ' 


000; $100 on a capital stock of $3,000 
to $5,000, and $200 on all such con- 
cerns with a capital stock of more than 
$5,000. 

Several other sections of the bill were 
adopted without objection. The section 
making the tax on dealers in domestic 
wines $50, was left as it stood, in Spice 
of an effort to increase it to $200. 


The Sewing Machine Tax. 

The house adopted the section making 
the tax on all. sewing machine com- 
panies doing business tn the state $200, 
and $10 for each county in which each 
sewing machine agent does business. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, wanted to amend 
the section so as to make the tax on 
sewing machine agents in each county 
$200. He wanted to put them on the 
Same basis as peddlers of stoves and 
clocks. Mr. Wise, of Fayette, opposed 
this amendment on the zround that Mr. 
Hall was trying to make a **prohibi- 
tion” bill out of the general tax act. 
The Hall amendment was lost. 

The house also voted down an amend- 
ment prohibiting cities, towns and coun- 
ties from putting any tax on sewing 
machine companies or sewing machine 
agents. Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, gave 
notice of a motion to reconsider the ac- 
tion of the house in defeating this 
amendment. He said he had certain 
information to present which he thought 
would cause the house to change its at- 
titude on this subject. 

On account of the slim attendance, 
caused by the meeting of several com- 
mittees later in the afternoon, the sec- 
tions of the tax bill relating to taxes 
on home and foreign corporations were 
passed over and will come up for action 
this morning. 

Action was likewise postponed on an 
amendment by Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, 
proposing to put a tax of $200 on all 
dealers in tobacco which redeem  to- 
bacco tags for a consideration. 

Sections 3 and 4 of the tax act, pro- 
viding for its adminstration, were adopt- 
ed without debate. 

Section 5, putting the usual taxes on 
insurance companies; section 6, taxing 
building and loan associations, and sec- 
tion 7, taxing guarantee 
companies, were adopted without oppo- 
sition. This ended consideration of the 
general tax act until this morning at 9 
o'clock. 

New County Bill. 

The bill by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, as chair- 
man of the committee on new counties, 
providing for the organization of new 
counties in Georgia, was passed by a 
vote of 99 to Q. 

This bill provides for the manner of 
holding elections for officers, prescribing 
qualifications for voters, fixing the 
places for holding elections for officers 
and for the consolidation of the votes, 
the transfer of business from counties 
out of which said new counties were 
created to the new counties, for the se 
lection of jurors for the courts sitting 
in the new counties, and for all other 
matters relating to the organization of 
such new counties as may be created by 
the general assembly. 

The passage of this bill is necessary 
as a preliminary step to the creation 
of such new counties as the legislature 
may see fit to authorize. Without such 
a law no new county could organize for 
business, even if created.

HALL IS AGAIN ON TRIAL. 


Was Convicted and Sentenced Once 
Before Getting New Trial. 
Newnan, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Judge R. W. Freeman convened an ad- 
journed term of Coweta superior court 
Monday morning for the purpose of try- 
ing Luke M. Hall, charged with the 

offense of murder. 

Hall was tried and convicted last Sep- 
tember, receiving a life sentence, but his 
attorneys succeeded in securing a new 
trial.

Chicago, August 8.—Official announce- 
ment that there has been comparatively 
little rust damage caused heavy profit 
taking in wheat today. The September 
option closed 3-4@7-8c off. Corn is up 
l-2c. Oats showed a gain of i-8c. Pro- 
visions are 5@!2 !-2c higher. 

The weakness in wheat followed a firm 
opening. The September option started 
unchanged to a shade higher at 83 1-4@ 
83 3-8c. Improved prices at Minneapolis 
formed the main source of strength 
here. Another factor was rather bullish 
foreign news. Private advices. from 
Paris gave an unfavorable impression 
regarding the wheat crop of France. 
Reports from India claimed that the 
wheat crop there was suffering from I:@:k 
of moisture. On a fair demand from 
commission houses the prices of Septem- 
ber advunced to 83 5-8c. Free sell.ng 
by pit traders, however, caused a re- 
action soon to about the opening fig- 
ures. Weather conditions in the north- 
west were against the bulls, clear weath- 
er prevailing generally throughout the 
Dakotas and Minneapolis. For a time 
the market ruled quiet and steady, but 
during the last hour prices yielded to 
heavy liquidation, sentiment becoming 
distinctly bearish. The cause of. the 
“selling pressure was the weekly report 
of the weather bureau at Washington. 
Regarding spring wheat the report said: 

‘While rust in spring wheat is more @ 
less prevalent in the Dakotas and to a 
slight extent in Nebraska, Iowa and 
Minnesota, the reports generally indicate 
that the crop has done well.’’ The low- 
est points for September was 82 3-8@ 
82 i-2c. The market closed weak, Sep- 
tember at 82 I-2c. Clearances of wheat 
and flour were equal to 31,600 bushels. 
The world’s visible supply, as shown by 
Bradstreet’s, decreased 3,%62,000 bush- 
els. Primary receipts were 846,000 bush- 
els compared with 933,000 bushels a year 
ago.
